Committeeman Feels 


Budget Process Frustrating; 


It was after 10:30 p.m., more than 
three hours into discussion of the annual 
school budget, when School Committee 
member Richard E. Neal announced 
that he was frustrated with the budget 
process. : 


The committee had approved annua! 
budgets for the superintendent and assis- 
tant superjntendents’ offices, the com- 
puter and copy centers, evaluation and 
counseling services and placements out 
of the school system for children with 
severe handicaps as well as library ex- 
penses when Media Services Coordinator 
Annetta Freedman prompted Neal’s 
comments telling the committee the 
schools’ libraries were maintaining their 
budgets at existing levels but could use 
more funds for increasing ‘“‘needs.”’ 


Neal interrupted the discussion to say 
he agreed, with an assessment that the 
School Committee couldn’t be responsi-

ble to the needs of individual school de- 
partments because of the “bits and 
pieces’’ of information they received in 
their budget deliberations. 

‘‘We don’t know what the needs are,”’ 
said Neal- ‘‘What are our priorities? We 
are just looking at what is presented to 
us. People are right, I guess, that we 
aren’t responsive to needs. The School 
Committee was directed to come in with 
a balanced budget. We don’t have any 
real options.” 


He went on to say the only change the 
committee has made in the budget came 
last week when they added a boy’s swim 
team at Andover High for next year, at a 
cost of $2,850. 


Superintendent Kenneth R. Seifert told 
Neal that it was impossible to make all 
the improvements each department 
would request when 80 percent of the 
school’s budget allottment of $15,945,000 
would be spent on salaries. 


ANDOVER Townsman 
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#/ Not Responsive To Needs 


“We could come in with needs and I 
could have a parade of people here from 
every department,’ Seifert told Neal 
“This is a vicious circle. We have to have 
a balanced budget. I don’t even get to the 
needs.” 

Committee Chairman Donald W. Robb 
echoed Neal's sentiments, adding that 
much of the budget belt-tightening was 
due to Proposition 2%. 

‘*There are so many givens in the bud 
get,”’ Robb said, listing items such as 
salaries, heating expenses and things 
such as textbooks and chalk, ‘that the 
rest of it is literally cast in concrete.”’ 

In the remaining minutes of the meet- 
ing the committee approved the audio 
visual and media portion of the budget. 

They will discuss the school budget 
again next Tuesday, Feb. 12, when they 
will meet earlier than usual, at 6 p.m., in 
the committee meeting room, upstairs in 
the school administration building, off 
Whittier Street 


Nomination Deadline Nears 


With nomination papers due in Town 
Hall at 5 p.m. Monday, time is running 
out for would-be town politicians who are 
waiting to the very last minute to declare 
their candidacy. 

There were no new names this week in 
the races for two seats on the Board of 
Selectmen and School Committee and po- 
sitions on the Housing Authority, Voca- 
tional School Committee and the Town 
Moderator’s job. The town election is set 
for Monday, March 25. 


The only real races thus far are for the 
two school board posts, which have 
brought out three candidates, and for a 
seat on the Housing Authority, which has 
the interest of two Andover residents. 
School Committee member Robert F. 
Smith has decided not to run again for 
the seat he now has and Susan T. Poore 
told THE TOWNSMAN that she hasn’t 
yet decided if she will run for re-election. 


June Blake, who took out School Com- 


mittee nomination rs last week, 
talked with THE TOWNSMAN this week

The Andover Historical Society will present 
Eartha Dengler in a slide-lecture program on 
Scottish immigrants in Andover and Lawrence 
on Feb. 14 at 8 p.m.

Dengler, Andover resident and director of the 
Immigrant City Archives in Lawrence, will dis- 
cuss Scottish immigrants to the area, where 
they lived and worked, and the organizations 
thev formed, such as Clan MacPherson and Clan 
Johnston 

Many Scots came to Andover in the early 
1800s as weavers in the wool and linen trade 
Many were directly encouraged to immigrate by 
John and Peter Smith and John Dover, 
Scotsmen themselves and owners of Andover’s 
Smith & Dove Manufacturing Company. Streets 
like Brechin Terrace were eveloped for employ- 
ee housing and were named after Scottish 
towns. 

John Smith and John Dove were among the 
founders of the Free Christian Church, orga- 
nized in response to the fervent anti-slavery sen- 
timents of some members of other local 
churches. In addition, Smith donated a large 
part of the money needed to build Memorial Hall 
now the library) after the Civil War

“At Our Schools

High School Odyssey Program 
Challenges Students, Teachers 


This year they will journey through 
Spain, South Africa, China and Mexico 
on an extended trip, a daily odyssey of 
sorts that is becoming popular at And- 
over High School. 

But it’s not dates and names that the 50 
Andover High School students must mas- 
ter over the course of the year. Their 
class, with four Andover High teachers, 
will challenge the youngsters to think 
and write in a new way. 

In its second year at Andover High the 
“Odyssey” course is an exercise in 
thinking across academic disciplines. 
The students learn language, art-and 
music, history and literature and how to 
integrate and express their thoughts on 
all of these subjects 

One morning this week, during study 

on China, the students took a civil serv- 
ice exam to fill five “imaginary” vacant 
ep in the country’s civil service with 
the top five qualifiers in the class of 50 
juniors and seniors. * 
. The “exam”’ was not a typical western 
world inhabitant’s idea of what might 
measure competency. Instead the test, 
which might have been given in China 
from the T’ang Dynasty in 600 A.D. to 
1912, the fall of the Ch’ing Dynasty, chal- 
lenged the students to write a poem 
based on Confucianist wisdom and the 
five relationships of the Confucian phi- 
losophy 

The real exam many aspiring Chinese 
faced to qualify for the civil service 
would involve a three-day exam period 
of 12-hour days where those tested were 
confined to a small cubicle, the class was 
told by history teacher Craig Simpson 
who teaches Odyssey with Kathleen 
Cook, Lynn Parker Kelly and Sally 
O’Brien. 

These high schoolers were getting off 
easy, they had about an hour to compose 
a five or seven line poem based on such 
philisophical tenants as the relationship 
of the Chinese emperor to his subject, 
the father to son, husband to wife, higher 
friend to lower friend and older to young- 
er. And there were rules which would 
earn the students demerits if broken: 
your eyes don’t move from your paper, 
concentration must not be broken, stu- 
dents cannot speak while writing or lat- 
er, during the second part of the exam, in 
their small groups. 

They moved their desks into a large 
square, taking up much of the double- 
sized room used in the daily class, and 

began to write. The room was still, ex- 
cept for occasional whispers among the 
five ‘“‘Confucianist scholars’’ who mon- 
itored the exam and the Odyssey teach- 
ers 

The five students chosen to act as 
scholar-monitors were outfitted in blue 
construction paper hats and black grad- 
uation robes, the closest the teachers 

yuld come to Confucian garb. In the 
center of the room sat student-teacher 

Ean Cuthbert, also in a gown and a red 

hat. The University of Maine at Orono 

student was masquerading as “the em- 
peror,”’ overseeing the exam. 


After 15 minutes the students were told 
to stop writing and broke up into small 
groups, each assigned to a Confucian 
scholar who graded their poetry on their 
calligraphy, Confucian content, harmony 
on the page, appropriate imagery and 
how well each student followed the rules 
of the exam, heady stuff for 16 and 17 
year-olds. 


poems to her group, grading each one on 
the five criteria. 

“This one is messy, unorganized,” the 
blue-hatted scholar said to her silent 
group. She picked up another poem and 
said “‘this is well-balanced on the page.” 

“The calligraphy is not good here,”’ 
Williamson said of another poem, ‘‘and it 
ote in line with the Confucian philoso- 
phy.” 

Finally a winner was chosen from each 
small group and the five make-believe 
slots in the Chinese civil service were 
filled. The winning poems were read 
aloud to the group by literature teacher 
Kelly. As Kelly finished each poem a 
code number in the top corner of the 
page was read. The number is the identi- 
ty of the author who raised his or her 
hand to acknowledge authorship of the 
piece. 

Doug Wayland won a civil service job 
with this poem: 

“IT come from the market 
With a fat tasty pig 
I give it to my honorable mother 
For a feast in honor of my grandfather 
The ancestors are pleased.”’ 


Parents are sometimes skeptical about 
Odyssey, explained Kathleen Cook. Stu- 
dents who never had trouble reading, 
memorizing and spouting back informa- 
tion on a test do not always get good 
grades at the begining of the Odyssey 
classes 

“It’s different to cut across disci- 
plines,’’ Cook said. ‘“The emphasis is on 
critical and lateral thinking.” 

After they spend time with the four 
Odyssey teachers, some parents have 
been known to ask if they could take the 
class. The 50-student course fills up 
quickly at registration time even though 
Cook and Simpson agreed that the class 
is more difficult than a traditional ‘‘one- 
subject” class 

Odyssey tests don’t feature multiple 
choice or one-word answers, instead they

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Zoning Board Looking Into 
Resolving Condo Parking Spots 


By Susan Rand 


How many parking spaces do you need if you own a one 
or two bedroom condominium 

An answer to that question is what is keeping the Zoning 
Board of Appeals from making a decision on Anastiasios 
Kalogianis’s Railroad Street condo project. The builder 
needs a variance from the board before he can put the 8 
unit residential development, complete with its own 
health club, on a two-acre parcel in an Industrial G dis- 
trict 

The project, which the board approved once before, has 
plans for 105 parking spaces. Each buyer will purchase 
only one numbered parking space as part of the condo 
package, explained Tina Habeeb of Royal Realty, who is 
marketing the development. One car sticker with a num- 
ber matching the assigned parking space number will be 
given to each resident, she said. The remaining 25 parking 
spaces will be for guests, the board was told. 

But will the residents on the proposed Corinthian Condo- 
miniums stick to the rules? The board wasn’t sure last 
Thursday evening 

‘You certainly aren’t going to evict the guy who buys a 
second car,’’ said ZBA Chairman Wesley Whitney. “I 
have no problem with the location. The whole issue re- 
volves around whether or not three-years later we think 
parking at 105 spaces is adequate.”’ 

The board members decided to investigate how many 
parking spaces are allotted for residents of other condo 
and apartment developments in town, information they 
will discuss at their next deliberation meeting on Feb. 9. A 
final decision on the project is due by Feb. 18. 

To complicate matters are proposed changes in the 
fown’s parking bylaw. In a letter to the ZBA, Planning 
Board Chairman Mafgaret Bradshaw warned that if the 
project is approved with 105 parking spaces, and Town

Meeting approves the proposed parking bylaw changes, 
Kalogianis may find he needs one parking space per bed- 
room, leaving him with a 150 space total, when he goes for 
a building permit. 

But Kalogianis’s attorney, Reginald Marden, told the 
board he didn’t think any of the parking bylaws applied 
because the variance, if granted, would override parking 
rules 

“On balance it is a reasonable project,’’ said Marden. 
‘If yeu’re hung up on some arbitrary detail I think you’re 
spinning your wheels. Let us do it in a way that’s feasi- 
ble,’’ Marden asked of the board. ‘‘Let us monitor our own 
parking. People who want to have two cars just aren’t 
going to buy at this place. 

Kalogianis won board approval to build the condo com- 
plex in 1982. But he let that variance lapse trying to fi- 
nalize plans for the development. He told the board that he 
wouldn’t try again to revamp the project if this variance 
bid was denied. As they poured over what the developer 
said was $150,000 in site plans and a year’s worth of work 
Kalogianis told the ZBA he would look for another, proba- 
bly non-residential, development for the site. 

But Whitney didn’t like being backed into a corner. 

‘“‘We can’t be put in that position, intimidated,’’ he said. 
‘‘T want to do the right thing. I would like to see residential 
apartments in that area. My concern is whether or not it is 
realistic to have 80 units and 105 parking spaces. but I 
don’t want to wipe out the project.”’ 

The site plans show ten one-bedrom units and 70 two- 
bedroom homes. Kalogianis told the board, in January, 
that the condo prices would be between $80,000 and 
$120,000. Corinthian amenities include plans for an indoor 
swimming pool, sauna, barbecue room, activity rooms 
and health club.

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Search Policy Unchanged 


A recent U.S. Supreme Court decision that gives school 
officials more latitude in searching students and their be- 
longings won't change policy in the town’s secondary 
schools, the School Committee was told last week Tues- 
lay 

Assistant Superintendent for Secondary Education Les- 
lie G. Loomis said secondary school administrators will 
not ‘“‘operate in a different way.’ He explained, at Tues- 
day’s School Committee meeting, that the new decision by 
the court changes the ‘‘probable cause’’ reasoning for a 
student search to one now termed “reasonableness,’’ 
which gives more room to administrators and is less strin- 
gent than the old guidelines. 

Still, said Loomis, when a locker is searched the student 
and two administrators must be present. And, when 


searches involve females, a female administrator or 
school nurse will be involved, he said. 


Loomis told the school board that there are one or two 
locker searches in the town’s two junior high schools each 
year and searches of students there are “rare.”’ At And- 
over High, he said, there are on average five locker 
searches a year and one or two searches of students. As 
an example the assistant superintendent said a search is 
done when a teacher smells marijuana. 


Just to make sure the town’s teachers understand the 


School Committee policy on searches, teacher’s union 
president Steve Jankauskas suggested that a written 
statement be sent to all faculty members outlining the 
search rules.

Astevin Tewseuaes 
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Sanborn Parents Satisfied As 
Staffing Problems Resolved 


By Susan Rand 


There weren’t enough chairs to accom- 
modate the standing-room-only crowd of 
upwards of 60 Sanborn School parents 
who showed up at Tuesday’s School Com- 
mittee meeting to find out how their chil- 
dren’s classes would be staffed next 
year. 

As it turned out the parents got what 
they came for. Only a few said anything 
to the committee, and their words were 
praise for the committee’s decision to 
add another teacher to the school staff. 

This year the Lovejoy Road elemen- 
tary school has three classes of first, sec- 
ond, third and sixth graders and five 
classes of combined fourth and fifth 
graders — which is what the parents 
didn’t like. Next year there will be three 
separate classes for fourth and three 
fifth grades. 

Lois Haslam, assistant superintendent 
for elementary education explained that 
last year’s decision to have combination 
classes at Sanborn was a response to a 
problem of too many students and not

enough teachers. Many of those same 
Sanborn students were in a combination 
class in their earlier years, Haslam later 
told THE TOWNSMAN, but, she said, 
she wasn’t sure when that other double 
class was. 

Early in last year’s budget deliber- 
ations, when staffing was first discussed, 
the School Committee agreed to schedule 
the combined class at Sanborn, much to 
the dismay of the Andover Education As- 
sociation, the teacher’s union. They re- 
quested an additional teacher instead of 
the combined classes but, said AEA 
President Steve Jankauskas, they were 
turned down and told ‘‘to make the best 
of it.” 

Later in the spring of last year, when 
the committee took a second look at 
staffing and hired additional teachers, 
the AEA argued for another Sanborn tea- 


* cher but were again denied, Jankauskas 


said. 
Next year will be a year without a 
combination class in any of the town’s 


elementary schools but projections show 
that students at Bancroft may be 
grouped in what are called multi-age 
groups in either the ’85-’86 school year or 
in ’86-’87. There is a great philosophical 
difference in the two types of grouping 
not apparent when looking at.a staffing 
schedule on paper. 

When students are in combined 
classes, such as the Sanborn fourth and 
fifth grades this year, they share space 
but not workbooks. Both grades are 
taught by the classroom teacher. The 
fourth graders learn fourth grade infor- 
mation and the fifth graders are taught 
fifth grade subjects, explained Haslam. 

But multi-aged grouping would put stu- 
dents together based on their learning 
leve!, not their age. The concept has 
been around a léng time, said Haslam, 
and is now under study by a group of 
elernentary school teachers and instruc- 
tional specialists. 

Plans for Bancroft, presented to the 
committee on Tuesday, show a possible 


grouping of first, second and third grad- 
ers and later fourth and fifth graders 
Bancroft would be the best spot to try out 
such a system because of its flexible 
space, Haslam said. 

‘We are very much committed to mul 
ti-aging,”’ the assistant superintendent 
told the committee. ‘And look to suc 
cessful multi-aging throughout the sy: 
tem in the future.” 

But, said Bancroft Principal Iora Alex- 
ander, “if the teachers don’t feel ready 
there is no way we are going to begin.”’ 

And, AEA President Jankauskas is 
skeptical of multi-grouping without work 
to individualize social studies and sci- 
ence curriculum for the elementary 
grades, much in the way the language 
arts and mathematics subjects, are now 
set up. The number of teacher aides, a 
great help in classes where individual! 
ized subjects are taught, will also be an 
issue the union wants discussed if the 
multi-aging classes are planned, Jan- 
kauskas added. 


Current Standard Of Service 


Andover library patrons won’t see any 
innovations at Memorial Hall Library 
this year (unless they count the construc- 
tion of a new addition), but the library’s 
fiscal 1986 budget will support its current 
standard of operations, according to the 
town manager. 


Town Manager Kenneth Mahony has’ 


recommended a total library budget of 
$919,391, somewhat less than the $944,824 
appropriation that Library Director 
Nancy Jacobson had requested. 

During an informal budget review ses- 
sion in town offices Monday night, the 
Board of Selectmen discussed the library 
budget, along with the manager’s budget 
recommendations for Community Devel- 
opment and Planning, Finance and Bud- 
get, the town accountant’s office, 
Community Services, and the Council on 
Aging. 

The manager told the selectmen that 
his budget for the library included ‘“‘no 
significant changes’ — and no funding 
for new programs. But the fiscal °86 
funding will ‘‘not seriously hinder’ li- 
brary operations, he added, and there 
may be money for new programs next 
year 

Jacobson explained that she had hoped 
to add two new part-time aides to help 
return books to the library’s crowded 
shelves. That’s one of the ideas that will 
have to wait: The manager cut the direc- 
tor’s $155,542 request for part-time 
wages down to $156,542. 

Mahony did, however, agree with Ja-

cobson’s request for $461,733 in regular 
wages; that will pay the salaries of an 
additional part-time librarian and an ad- 
ditional part-time library assistant, as 
well as those of the existing 54-member 
staff. 

(The new budget also includes salaries 


for two assistant directors; although 
only one assistant director was budgeted 
for the current fiscal year, Jacobson is 
already using a two-assistant director 
system. ) 

Jacobson also gave up two computer 
terminals for patrons’ use, at $11,000: 


The manager cut her equipment request 
from $21,030 to $10,030. Mahony also 
noted that the budget for periodicals, al- 
though increased from the current $155,- 
000 to $163,000, will probably buy fewer

Good Marks And A Raise 


Town Manager Kenneth Mahony is 
“doing a very good job”’ for Andover, the 
Board of Selectmen have decided — good 
enough to merit a $2,020 pay increase, 
which brings his salary up to $58,200 

Selectmen Chairman Donn Byrne re- 
ports that board members agree that 
Mahony is a good town manager, partic- 
ularly when he tackles ‘“‘major projects’’ 
such as the Memorial Hall Library addi- 
tion and renovations, the reuse of Town 
Hall, and River Road improvements. 
Mahony handles ‘‘all opel well, 
Byrne says, but he is “really strong in 
following through on major projects.”’ 

The board used a one-to-ten scale as an 
informal system for rating the manager 
in a variety of categories, the chairman 
says, including supervision skills, pro- 
ductivity, and manner of dealing with 
the selectmen, as well as other town

boards and the public. 

As in past years, Mahony’s sometimes 
prickly persona kept his total rating at 
“about a nine,”’ the chairman says. ‘‘] 
wouldn’t call it a weakness,’’ Byrne ex- 
plains, ‘‘but on occasion, he gets a little 
testy with some of our citizenry.” 

Overall, however, the manager is 
“doing a very good job,”’ he adds, and 
the board rated his performance as ‘‘out- 


standing.’’ Bryne says, ‘‘He’s very ag- 
gressive, and we feel we need 
aggressiveness. ”’ 

In addition to the pay increase ($56,200 
regular compensation and $2,000 de- 
ferred compensation), the selectmen 
have increased Mahony’s_ vacation 


schedule from three to four weeks. The 
manager’s sick leave, insurance, auto- 
mobile, health insurance and other bene- 
fits were not increased. 


: 

The manager’s salary was budgeted at 
$53,000 last year and at $56,!80 for fiscal 
1986 (before the selectmen approved the 
raise), which represented a six-percent 
increase. 

Mahony, 49, moved into Town Hall ( the 
old one) with a five-year, $42,500 con- 
tract on Jan. 1, 1981, succeeding former 
manager Jared S.A. Clark. His contract 
will expire next January, but the board 
has agreed to discuss whether they p 
to reappoint him ‘‘prior to 1986,”’ Byrn 
says.

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Rules Are Rules 


The Andover police have been a taking a good 
deal of flack this week because they are doing 
their job. 


Seems after considerable warning and alerting, 


the public that parking in the driveway and on 
the grass at the high school campus, which in- 
cludes the Collins Center and the Dunn Gymnasi- 
um, is prohibited, issuance of tickets over the 
weekend has resulted in all sorts of complaints 
from the general public. 

The decision to prohibit parking and institute 
one-way traffic flow at the school site was not 
done hastily. 

The town’s maintenance department was faced 
with the problem of using taxpayer dollars to 
keep maintaining field areas where cars had uti- 
lized the sections for parking. The areas were 
being used by high school faculty and students as 
well as people attending either athletic events or 
functions at the Collins Center. 

At peak commuter times, when school buses 
were either picking up or dropping off students, 
there arose serious problems of motorists violat- 
ing school bus laws by passing while red lights 
were flashing. 

While all of this was serious in itself, the princi- 
pal concern lay in the fact that, with cars parked 
on both sides of the entranceway, egress for pub- 
lic safety emergency vehicles was virtually im- 
possible. 

Police, school and town officials examined the 
problem over a period of time and decided that 
the best solution was to introduce the one-way 
pattern and prohibit parking along the roadways 
and on the grassed areas. 

Further, it was decided that there should not be 
two sets of rules, one dealing with school hours 
and one for periods when schools were not in ses- 
sion.

Signs were ordered and placed. 

Announcement of the intent to enforce the laws 
was made over a three-week period in THE 
TOWNSMAN. 

Letters were sent to faculty and students con- 
cerning the new regulations. 

In some cases, announcements were made at 
the public events that tickets would be issued. 


For a brief period, jsut to give some leeway to 
those who may not have been familiar with the 
new regulations, police issued warnings. 

Then, this week, full enforcement was put into 
effect, with the resultant public furore. 

A Lawrence radio talk show host and sports- 
caster got a ticket on Saturday, he spent consid- 
erable time chastising the Andover police and the 
parking policies, going to the point of advocating 
not paying the fines. 

Andover police officials could care less whéth- 
er the fines are paid or not. Failure to pay park- 
ing tickets winds up in notification to the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles which will not issue a 
license until the ievy is satisfied. 

At the heart of all this is the fact that there was 
sufficient warning. 

Even for those who came to the area from out 
of town, the signs were posted conspicuously 
enough for all to be aware of the regulations. 

Police are well aware that they are easy tar- 
gets for criticism. They are visible and perfor- 
mance of enforcement duties is often criticized as 
being harsh are among some of the comments. 

But let’s not be critical of the police doing their 
duty. 

Rules are rules and are for all to observe, par- 
ticularly when the regulations instituted were 
primarily aimed at the protection of persons and 
public property.

Three late arrivals this week promised 
to provide the hitherto lacking zest for 
the coming campaign for town election. 
The list of candidates for selectman was 
increased to four by the addition of J. 
Everett Collins, who led the ticket for the 
school committee a year ago by an un- 
usually large number of votes. 

A “Cadet Teacher ’’ system, whereby 
two inexperienced teachers may be tak- 
en on as needed each year to work under 
supervision, was adopted at the meeting 


of the school committee Tuesday night in 
an experiment the purpose of which is to 
give well qualified, though inex- 
perienced, residents of Andover an op- 
portunity to secure experience.

$23,679.65 (plus $1500 from the E.R.A.) 
After receiving the payroll from the 
Board of Public Works, it required about 
13 hours’ work to prepare the pay enve- 
lopes, arrange them alphabetically and 
fill them. No estimate was given as to 
how long it took to empty them. 


25 Years Ago — February 1960

The Andover High boys’ varsity basketball and 
hockey teams enjoyed perhaps their most pro- 
ductive week of the season, the hoopsters rolling 
to lopsided victories over Lawrence (92-70) and 
Methuen (79-52) while the pucksters belted Law- 
rence (8&0) and battled Methuen to a 1-1 stand- 
off.

nize and write cogent essays. The teach- 
ers stress what their charges do with the 
facts rather than just force them to learn

Not only is it harder for the students 
but Cook, Simpson, Kelly and O’Brien 
are challenged to ‘stretch themselves,’ 
as Odyssey instructors said Cook. 

‘It takes more preparation time and it 
is harder to teach,’’ Cook said. ‘‘We all 
work so closely on this.

Moving to the $615,611 Community De- 
velopment and Planning department 
budget, the manager reviewed its staff- 
ing changes of the past year: Director 
Jonathan Gilmore resigned from the de- 
partment, a full-time physical planner 
and a full-time sanitation aide were 
hired, and a part-time conservation aide 
was hired full-time. 

Total salaries for the department are 
budgeted at $542,047, contrasted to the 
current $478,340 (and cut from the de- 
partment’s request for $583,881 in regu- 
lar and part-time wages). 

The manager noted that he has 
changed the operation of the department 
“rather drastically’ in recent months. 
For example: by setting up a reception 
area in the hallway, emphasizing cross- 
training and better communication so 
that staffers can work in more than one 
division, and starting a new application 
system for building permits. 

“We're adding structure to an office 
that has always worked well,’’ Mahony 
explained. ‘I’m quite happy about the 
way the department has shaped up.” 

Under the manager’s recommenda- 
tions, the Community Services depart- 
ment budget will drop slightly in fiscal 
1986, from the current $334,129 to 
$328,475. DCS Director Joan Pearson had 
requested $347,975. 

Last year, DCS used $1,700 to begin the 
Shawsheen Extended Day care program 
(SHED) for kindergarten students at the 
Shawsheen Early Childhood Education 
Center. Pearson requested another $1,- 
700 to expand the program to include el-

700 to expand the program to in- 
clude elementary-school chil- 
dren next ; ear, but the manager 
has not funded that request. 

Finance and Budget Director 
Anthony Torrisi said budget offi- 
cials want ‘‘more details” about 
the new SHED proposal before 
funding “seed money” for the 
program. 

Otherwise, the DCS budget 
will remain much the same as 
the current budget, with sala- 
ries reconamended at $198,725, 
and total expenses for programs 
at $106,400. (Torrisi noted that 


more than 1,700 townspeople en- 
rolled in DCS courses and spe- 
cial programs last fall.) 

Little change is evident in the 
Council on Aging budget, which 
Mahony has recommended at 
$80,338 (the current budget is 
$74,334); nor in the Finance and 
Budget department, recom- 
mended at $628,298 (currently 
$625,493) or the town accoun- 
tant’s budget of $134,675 (cur- 
rently $126,746).
